WORLD WHEAT

OTTAWA (CPA)—World pro- 
duction of bread-grains in 1947 
is now indicated at 5.8 billion 
bushels of wheat and 1.5 billion 
of rye, according to the monthly 
review of the wheat situation by 


the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
ties. 


The wheat crop is currently es- 
timated at about the 1946 level 
but is four per cent less than the 
1935-39 average, while the 1947

Then the scientists set 
to work to study yellow fever. 
They found it was caused by a 
certain microbe that was carried 
by a certain kind of mosquito. 
Get rid of the mosquito, you get 
vid of the microbe and you get 
rid of the yellow fever. 

Scientific Approach 

So they set to work to fight 
the mosquito, They drained off 
the swamps which were breeding 
places.

Electricity Generated. From 
Saskatchewan Natural Gas 


REGINA.—For the first time in 
Saskatchewan, natural gas has 
been converted into — electrical 
energy. 

At Unity, early in December: the 
Saskatchewan Power Commission’s 
new natural zas-clectric generating 
unit was put into operation, mark- 
ing the first move in the govern- 
ment’s program of utilizing natural 
gas for the production of electrical 
power. 

Making the announcement. Re- 
sources Minister J. L. Phelps said 
it was “only the first step in the 
program to use natural gas in the 
production of electrical energy to 
be fed into the rapidly developing 
crid transmission system of the 
Saskatchewan Power Commission.” 

Supply of diesel fuel, previously 
nsed in operation of the Unity 
plant, has been far below demand 
in recent months, Mr. Phelps point- 
ed out. while the price has risen 
from 40 to 70 per cent in the last 
12 months. This has meant a 
drastic increase in the cost of 
onerating the Power Commission’s 
diesel stations at Perdue. Biggar. 
Wilkie, Unity. Kerrobert and 
Kindersloy, in the northwest of the 
province, 

These stations, said the minister, 
will olb be linked together under 
the Commiesion’s present trans- 


mission line program. and base.

This stipulation in- 
cludes the Co-operative Wholesale 
Society and other productive 
societies which together normally 
employ as many as 84,000 workers. 

All employees are paid trade 
union rates where they have been 
established. If an industry is cover- 
ed by a Trade Board rate, most 
workers are on a higher scale. 

Workers, throughout the wide 
variety of co-operative trade get 
from six to fourteen days a year 
holiday in addition to Bank Holi- 
days. Over eighty per cent are 
covered by pension schemes, and 
practically all receive payment dur- 
ing sickness for varying periods. 

Opportunities for advancement 
are frequent and accessiible to all, 

Obviously, co-op — committees 
make good bosses.

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THE FAULT; DEAR BRUTUS . 


Everybody I:nows that persons 
who are in good physical condi- 
tion, well-nourished and free of 
constitutional defects are not casy 
victims to infectious disease nor 
body parasites. Not anything like 
persons suffering from under- 
nourishment, fear or worry. That's 
a scienti‘ic medical fact. 


It also applies to groups of in- 
dividuals or society as a whole. 
The body politic is subject to the 
same rules as the body of an in- 
dividual. Any community which 
hag made adequate provisions for 
n well-balanced social life, has 
established a sufficient measure 
of social security, protects its 
members against social injustice 
and exploitation, maintains free- 
dom of expression without license 
needs not fear being infected with 
ideologiss detrimental to what we 
term a democratic way of life. 
Such a community can stand great 
social strains without cracking up. 

Great Britain is one living ex- 
ample of such a community, Why 
is Britain unafraid of communism? 
When somebody proposed to the 
British Labor government that a 
committee on ‘Un-British Activi- 
ties’ be appointed similar to the 
Congressional Committee on ‘‘un- 
Ameorican Activities” in the U.S., 
they laughed, about it. When it 
wae suggested that Communists 
should be barred fr such agen- 
cies as the Alona nevus Com- 
mission the government ruled that 
membership in the Communist 
Party js not grounds for firing an 
omployce or turning down an ap- 
plicant. Communist party activities 
have not been interfered with all 
through the war. Yet, in spite of 
that and in spite of great hard- 
ships suffered by the British, 
Communist party membership is 
on the wane. 


Harry Pollitt, Communist party 
thief, reports that mombership is 
down to 39,000. from 49,200 in 
1945, Out of 25 million votes cast 
in 1945 only a little over 100,000 
voted Communist. There is no 
anti-Communist hysteria in Brit- 
ain such as wo witness on this 
homisphere. Why? Because the 
British democracy is too healthy 
to fear infection from ideologies 
contrary to democratic principles. 
To them communism is a chal- 
lenge but not a menace. And 
they are mecting that challenge 
day by day. 

You sce—typhoid fever is a 
menace too. But only to people 
who fail to purify their water 
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supply and sewer disposal. No 
community with clean water and|over, the brave captain emerged 
modern sewer system fears an out-| from his cabin, took a quick sur- 
They* ves, and. hawled to a new hand, 


break of typhoid fever. 
have met the challenge of the 
germ. 


The British people have met the 
Communist challenge by their so- 
cial security program. They have 
prevented black marketing and 
profiteering by retaining war 
time price controls and subsidies. 
Through socialization of certain 
services and industries they have 
curbed excessive profiteering. 
They have a powerful co-operative 


_| movement and strong trade union 


movement. That is what makes 
their democracy’ healthy § and 
strong. They can laugh at our 
hysterics. And they do! 

We are scared and fearful, be- 
cause we know our weakness, Our 
democracy is undernourished and 
defective. So we tremble and get 
the jitters about the communist 
menace. We neglect our union 
meetings and permit minority 
groups to gain control over our 
affairs. We are poor democrats. 
Our governments are Big Busi- 
ness governments. And Big Busi- 
ness uses our fear of communism 
to perpetuate themselves into 
power to further oppress us. 

It is time we got wise to our- 
sclves and strengthened our demo- 
cratic structure as the British peo- 
ple have done. Will you remember 
this next time you go to the poll?

for the benefit of the people but 
we would never betray the people 
by destroying their right to vote 
us out of office in a fair, free 
election. There can be no demo- 
cracy or economic justice or social 
contentment unless the people are 
free to eclect their own govern- 
ment. 

- “In short, we socialists recog- 
nize we have no right to the 
confidence of the people unless 
they retain the right to vote, even 
for 19th-century unbridled = im- 
perialism and private enterprise if 
they wish. 

“Would the Communist party 
behave like that in office? 

“There is not and cannot be 
any affinity between Labor and 
Communism. They simply cannot 
mix. They are mutually destruc- 
tive,” concluded Mr.’ Skinner. 

As in other countries, tne Com- 
munists in N.Z. are very active 
workers for their own cause, but 
their following is very small.
